The Kentucky Institution for 
the Education of the Blind, sit- 
uated at Louisville, Ky., is the 
eighth oldest in the nation, 
founded in 1842, colored depart- 
ment opened in 1884. 

Probably it is the most success- 
ful, having perfect sanitation, 
lowest death rate and never a 
fatal accident. 

It is a pa.t of the Educational 
System of the State ; a free board- 
ing school for the blind of school 
age ; children do not have to be 
totally blind; all with defective 
eyesight, such as would prevent 
successful study in a seeing 
school, are eligible. 

Girls are taught Writing (pen- 
cil, point and typewriting), Shop- 
work, Sewing (machine and 
hand), Spelling, Beading, Piano- 
tuning, Physiology, Music (vocal 
and instrumental), Knitting, 
Kindergarten, Harmony, His- 
tory, Grammar, Geography (gen- 
eral and physical), English Lit- 
erature, Drawing, Cooking and 
domestic duties, Arithmetic and 
Algebra. 

Boys are taught the same; al- 
so, Broom-making, Chair-caning, 
Mattress-making and Piano- 
making".

"That's right, I saw an article 
in our country paper about a new 
fax for State Aid t. r road build- 
ing. It read mighty line; but I 
smelled higher taxes behind it

"I sometimes wish I hud heen 
born seventy-rive years ago, be- 
fore State Aid and lots of fool 
tax schemes had got started. 
What do you say, Uncle Bill?'' 

The old gentleman ad.lressed 
smiled good humoredly, scratch- 
ed his bald spot, and narrowed 
his pale gray eyes, before he said, 
"Well, 1 don't know. You young- 
sters always talk about things as 
if they was bran new." 

"Well, Uncle Bill, I never 
heard of State Aid for road* in 
Kentucky before, did you?" 

"There's a thousand and one 
things you ain't heard of, I reck- 
o»>. I know MM thing for sure, 
and that is tha*. this pike that 
runs through the county from 
Mavsville to Lexington was built 
with State Aid money all right."
